From the music drama cf the same name by Wagner. The scene 
is the famous tournament of song to which the nobles of Thuringia came 
to contest. The prize to the winner this time was to be the hand of 
Elizabeth, the lovely niece of the Landgraf of Thuringia. 

The march opens with a fanfare of trumpets announcing the arrival of 
the guests. The string instruments answer with figurative accompani¬ 
ment expressing the hurry and confusion of preparation and the buzzing 
curiosity of the assembly to see and recognize the arrivals. 

The violins now take up the principal theme, a broad, dignified melody, 
which is played as the chief guests are led forward and introduced to the 
Landgraf and to Elizabeth. As the hall gradually becomes filled, the 
mass of tone becomes greater, and the trumpet fanfares are heard again 
and again, as some particularly important personage arrives. With the 
final triumphant chords, the assemblage greets the Landgraf and every¬ 
one takes the seats assigned to them.

There is something about this beautiful music that lifts it above the 
earth into regions of purest inspiration. “Come unto me all ye who are 
weary and heavy laden, and I will give you rest.” Schubert possibly 
had a feeling that his death was near, and after his brief life of struggle 
with poverty, he may have looked forward with a certain resignation to 
the end. 

The main theme given by the violins is of transparent beauty and 
simplicity. It seems to float gently in its setting of pizzicati accompani¬ 
ment by the basses and cellos. 

This is followed by an episode of an agitated character which leads 
to the second theme, which is given out by the wood wind (flute, oboe, 
clarinet), and which is expressive of a pure heart that is heavy with 
thoughts of the seriousness of life, and yet is pervaded with an under¬ 
current of hope and faith. 

This melody is wonderfully developed by Schubert. The solo wind 
instruments seem to converse with each other like loving friends, first 
one then another takes precedence while the string instruments support 
them on a soil sea of harmony, that is ever gently changing, yet always 
m< st fitting. When Schubert died, aged 31, Music lost one of its most 
precious jewels, and its greatest hope.
